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Retrospect 

THE BLOOD-HORSE wishes for all its readers 
iy a merry Christmas and a happy, prosperous, 
and progressive New Year. It congratulates them 
moreover, on the fact that the year just ending 
has been, in general, a good one for the sport 
ot racing and for the Thoroughbred and those 
who are interested in the Thoroughbred. 


The year has witnessed a record distribution 
to owners, despite the defection of Texas and 
Narragansett Park. The amount distributed in 
the form of stakes and purses will aggregate 
more than $14,000,000 for the first time in the 
history of the American Turf, an indication that 
the fortunes of racing are still on the upgrade. 
However, the number of races run has also in- 
creased about 6 per cent over 1936, and it seems 
likely that there will be a record of more than 
16,000 races for the year on North American 
tracks. Last year the total was 15,344. The 
average money per race, and the average money 
per horse, will be very little higher this year 
than last. By now the owner must have become 
conscious that the revenues taken away from him 
during the depression are not coming back. The 
race tracks are making as much money as they 
ever did, presumably, but where they once paid 
good dividends to the owners who furnished the 
sport, they are now spending money for taxes, 
totalizators, finish photography, saliva tests, and 
other items which previously did not bulk so 
large on the budget sheet. Today the American 
Thoroughbred is being overraced because he is 
underpaid. His owner has every reason to sup- 
that 1938 will see a general 
purses all over the racing map. 


pose increase in 

The effect of the low standard of appropria- 
tions for stakes and purses was reflected in prices 
paid for yearlings in 1937. Taking all auction 
sales into consideration, the average price for 
yearlings moved up from $1,575 to $1,660, a 
gain of 5.4 per cent. This small increase, while 
it is not to be interpreted as a sign of a weak 
market, is not in keeping with the scarcity of 


horses indicated by the recent flurry of importa- 
tions. 


But considering the fact that most of the 


yearling sales were held after business had 
plunged into its steepest decline in 30 years, we 
consider the results very encouraging. 

The most discouraging factor in the yearling 
market was the failure of fillies to maintain the 
important position they suddenly assumed during 
the 1936 sales. We still believe that the racing 
associations of the country are declining an obli- 
gation of the strongest sort when they fail to 
provide opportunities for fillies and 
mares. 

During the year an important reduction was 
made in the geographical extent of racing when 
the Texas Legislature repealed its racing law. 
Texas was among the several states which opened 
their gates to racing during the depression largely 
because of its possibilities as a provider of reve- 
nue. We are inclined to believe that racing and 
breeding interests as a whole have been affected 
only slightly by the disappearance of the sport 
from the Lone Star State. A more serious set- 
back grew out of the ugly political situation in 
Rhode Island, a situation in which racing played 
an incidental role but will probably be made the 
scapegoat as far as public opinion is concerned. 

The year saw a renewed agitation toward 
better methods for the identification of horses on 
race courses, and this movement, thanks largely 
to the energetic attitude taken by the New York 
and California Commissions, is already well along 
toward realization. 

A more important problem, seriously con- 
sidered but not yet budged by action, is that of 
jockey weights. We have hopes of favorable de- 
velopments in this field. It is at least encourag- 
ing that the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners has come to grips with the ques- 
tion. 

Perhaps it is on the debit side of the ledger 
that the year has seen the quiet extinction of the 
movement to form the “American Turf Alliance.” 
We would have liked to see an association of 
race track executives progress beyond the point 
of choosing a name. But there appears no pros- 
pect that racing executives are likely to relish any 
sort of a gathering where one may make a speech 
concerning the business of another.

OVEMBER 15 to 21 inclusive. A very busy 

week. Weather mostly bright, but quite 
cold at night, and the ground frozen slightly on 
top in the early mornings, and all are taking 
on flesh and feeling very good indeed. We brought 
the yearlings into the track (Keeneland) late last 
week, and on Monday, November 15, began giving 
them first lessons in the responsibilities of life 
on the race course. All of them were eating 
well and were reasonably contented with their new 
quarters, except for two fillies which had stood 
next to each other in slatted stalls at the farm. 
Each of them was apparently very lonesome 
without the other, and they acted about as wean- 
lings do when taken from their dams. When 
led into the shed together, they were apparent- 
ly quite happy, but when put into their stalls, 
they called back and forth some time before going 
back to the hay rack. 


For the benefit of those who have never broken 
a Thoroughbred yearling, I will describe in detail 
how I break mine. I must preface my own ac- 
count with the statement, however, that I breed 
my mares to my own stallions, and that my stal- 
lions come from what I consider the most intelli- 
gent strain of Thoroughbreds in existence, and 
that my yearlings on an average are apparently 
more intelligent, more tractable, and of a kindli- 
er bent than many other strains that trainers have 
to cope with. I have positively no trouble what- 
ever in breaking, but perhaps with many other 
strains the story would be very different. This is 
not just a fancy of mine, but can be substantiated 
by the opinion of many other breeders who have 
had experience with the same bloodlines. J. O. 
Keene and Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield have voiced 
the same opinion many times in my hearing. 

Monday morning being a walking morning for 
all the older horses, we got an early start on the 
first lesson in breaking. We took three yearlings 
in a set, and began with a group of colts. These 
colts are large, well developed yearlings, and, as 
stated in a previous article, have never had any 
handling other than being led with halter and 
shank since they were weanlings. They have had 
their feet trimmed regularly since before they 
were weaned. They have never been frightened 
or abused in any manner, and have no reason to 
think of men as unfriendly to them. Like all 
Thoroughbreds, however, they are cautious; 
they know the persons with whom they have been 
associated, and question every newcomer before 
accepting him. 

When approaching a yearling with which you 
have had no previous experience, always do so in 
a quiet manner, and in no hurry. Avoid any sud- 
den movements of the hands or feet, and never 
approach with the hands held out, as you look 
(from the horse’s point of view) like something 
about to pounce upon him, and he is very apt to 
take fright and run from you. When you are 
close enough to touch the horse easily, then extend 
the hand in a natural manner and without any 
flourish, and take him by the halter, if you can, 
or pat his nose or neck before taking the halter, 
if he is hesitant about allowing you to catch him. 
Talk to him reassuringly all the time in a quiet 
voice. After you have caught his halter, pat his 
head or neck, or another part of his body. 

I have found that yearlings like to nose my

face, and that after they have been allowed to do 
so, they are far on the road to accepting me as 
a friend. I would warn the reader, however, 
against the indiscriminate practice of allowing 
a horse, and particularly older horses and stal- 
lions, to muzzle one’s face. Often a Thorough- 
bred will take the opportunity to savage one, and 
a horse-bite, especially on one’s face, is not a 
light matter. Grave injuries are often incurred 
in this careless practice. I barely missed being 
disfigured in this manner myself some years ago. 
One of my broodmares of which I was particularly 
fond, and which was as gentle as a dog, was 
being fondled by me, when her foal, which had 
been playing around her hind legs, suddenly de- 
cided to take some milk. Not finding as gener- 
ous a supply as he looked for, he gave his dam 
a rather unpleasant hunch, and she retaliated by 
trying to take off the side of my face. Luckily 
I escaped with only a good lesson in safety-first. 


But back to the yearling breaking. The rider 
for each yearling went into the stall with the 
rubber, and after the rubber had caught the 
yearling and put a shank on his halter, he gave 
the shank to the rider to hold, while he began to 
go over the yearling with a stiff brush in one 
hand and a body-brush in the other. Never tie 
a young horse up until he is thoroughly gentle 
and gets accustomed by degrees to being so tied, 
as he is very sure to pull back and break his 
halter, or to throw himself down, and may be- 
come addicted to this practice for life. As this 
was the first experience most of them had ever 
had in being rubbed, they were naturally touchy 
and ticklish at first. I always instruct the men 
not to persist in rubbing a spot too many times 
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when a colt does not like it, but to go to another 
spot, and then return to the “ticklish” area for 
a couple of strokes of the brush. Under this 
method the youngsters soon forget to object. If 
one persists in trying to rub where the colt does 
not wish to be rubbed, the animal finally kicks, or 
jumps, or tries to lie down against you. He will 
remember it, and the habit often will persist for 
months, or perhaps most of his life. For this 
reason never make an issue of anything that is 
not all-important, as tomorrow the horse may not 
even think of the same objection, if you have not 
fastened it in his mind by fighting him about it. 
Always remember that an unbroken yearling is 
like a blank sheet of paper, and that you can put 
upon it just what you wish. How either will look 
when finished is largely up to you. A Thorough- 
bred is not full of ugly tricks and traits of charac- 
ter from which he must be broken, but rather is 
inclined to he gentle, lovable, and tractable, if 
vou are gentle with him; and usually wants to 
co what you wish, if he can find out what it is 
vou wish him to do. Most of the bad-acting, sour 
Thoroughbreds one sees have been made that way 
by some man or men. Usually these horse-ruiners 
are inexperienced trainers, exercise boys, rubbers, 
or assistant starters, but sometimes horses are 
ruined by drunken handlers or just plain cruelty. 
Then, too, when a horse becomes unsound, if he 
is still forced to take his daily work, he tries to 
match his craft against the commands of the 
rider, in order to get away from the pain caused 
by working. 

To get the best out of a colt or any horse, it 
is very necessary that his rubber and his exercise 
boy particularly like him. A horse is very sensi- 
tive, and understands at once if those who are 
his handlers are hostile to him. Whenever you 
see a rubber fondling his horses, and one who 
never raises his voice in protest or command, no 
matter if the horse has just nipped him, you'll 
find a happy horse, and one that is sure to give 
more than average service and satisfaction to his 
trainer. No matter how careful the trainer may 
be with his horse when he is on the track, and in 
planning his work, if the rubber does not do his 
part well in the stable, the horse will meet with 
little success on the race course. 

Good exercise boys are even harder to get than 
good rubbers. It is appalling to a trainer of horses 
to stand along the rails of an American track in 
the mornings and witness the abuse and cruelty 
visited upon their mounts by certainly half of the 
exercise boys. It is easy for even a casual on- 
looker to see that the boy is hostile toward the 
horse and is anxious to have his exercising over 
with as quickly as possible--and how clear it 
must be to the poor victim, the horse. I often 
see horses almost frantic with fear of their 
riders, so that they have too little of their wits 
left about them to know what the rider wants 
of them. It is my opinion that at least half of 
our exercise boys should be forbidden enployment 
on the race track with horses, as they are ruin- 
ing thousands of horses yearly. And by that I 
don’t mean only those who exercise horses; but 
a great number of riders also belong to this unfit 
class. Watch them jerk their mounts up and 
saw on their mouths in the afternoons, and you 
will get an inkling of what they do in the morn- 
ings when not on parade. Because of this objec- 
tionable group, one hesitates to take friends or 
one’s family to the track in the mornings now- 
adays because of the vulgar and obscene language 
that the riders use toward their mounts, and at 
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the top of their voices in many cases. This has 
become a problem which should have the atten- 
tion of officials. 

Many of these boys are mild enough at the 
entrance gap where the trainer is standing, but 
when on the other side of the big oval, they vent 
their violent tempers on the poor horse, and he 
has no one to defend him, for it is almost impos- 
sible to get another boy to report anything of 
this kind, despite the fact that he knows what 
it is costing his employer. 

Many boys fail to take their work seriously, 
and are on a constant lark. They kick, tease, and 
frighten, pull up and then whip up their mounts, 
in a spirit of showing off before their fellows, 
without any thought of what they are doing to 
the horse. For these and many other reasons 
that space forbids mentioning, I gallop with 
practically every one of my sets. If every trainer 
did so, or had a competent helper to do so, many 
of these abuses could not occur, and many a bad 
actor would never be made. 

The subject of breaking yearlings will be con- 
tinued.

“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


William E. Martin 


ILLIE MARTIN bought his first horse from 
John Kermath, who was then training the 
stable of Ralph B. Strassburger. This was North 
Wales, a bay gelding, 3-years-old, by *Bachelor’s 
Hope out of Grecian Bend, by Blues, and he 
was bred by Mr. Strassburger. Foaled in 1919, 
North Wales failed to win at two, and late in 
the spring of 1922 Kermath solid the gelding to 
Willie Martin for $900, $400 down and $250 each 
out of the first two purses he won. 
Martin took the horse to Maple Heights, in 
Ohio, where on Tuesday, July 18, 1922, North 
Wales graduated from the maiden ranks in a 
race for 3-year-olds and up, claiming, 14% miles. 
The purse was worth $575 to the winner, and 
North Wales, under 93 pounds and ridden by J. 
Chalmers, won by two lengths over a heavy track 
in 1:58',, beating Short Stop, Handfull, and five 
others, paying 1180 to 100. He ran in Willie 
Martin’s name, but the trainer is shown as E. S. 
Wallace. Apparently Willie Martin had not re- 
ceived his license at the time, although he states 
he actually trained the horse. 
At Maple Heights four days later North Wales 
won himself out for Martin by winning his sec- 
ond race, the eighth of the day, 1 3-16 miles, 
value $575, in 1:5845, a new track record. Carry- 
ing 99 pounds and ridden by J. Chalmers, he won 
by a head from Nashotah, with Zack Terrell 
third, seven others in the beaten field. At Con- 
naught Park August 30, North Wales established 
a new track record, 2:37 for 1!+ miles, under 100 
pounds. He won by four lengths from Bonnville, 
Sailor, and four others. 
According to Willie Martin, the best horse he 
was ever connected with was Cudgeller, a son of 
Sir Barton or Cudgel and *Pennsylvania, by 
*Meddler. This horse was bred by J. K. L. Ross, 
but was sold to C. Thibodeaux, and Martin trained 
him early in his 3-year-old career. This horse at 
Fort Miami Park, Toledo, Ohio, on August 15, 
1925, won the Fort Miami Derby, 1's miles, in 
1:531!5, earning $2,004. Ridden by T. Wayt, he 
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was an even money choice and scored by three 
lengths over Ampolac, with Bruneth third, five 
others in the beaten field. In the autumn of that 
year Cudgeiler, which had not raced at two, was 
sold to Guy Bedwell and in Bedwell’s silks at 
four, five, six, and seven he displayed stakes 
quality. In those four years he won 21 races and 
$32,893 for Bedwell. 

Martin still cherishes a soft spot in his heart 
for Black Watch, a bay colt foaled in 1928, by 
St. James out of Shady, by Broomstick, and bred 
by Samuel D. Riddle. Martin acquired this colt 
and he was a frequent winner in the colors of 
Martin and F. X. Campbell, but Martin always 
trained him. 

Martin is also one of the great majority that 
believes Man o’ War was the best race horse he 
ever saw and he is divided in his allegiance be- 
tween Imp and Artful as to the best race mare 
he ever saw.

RECAPITULATION FOR 1937 


URING the year 1937, 1,494 Thoroughbreds 
were sold by auction in North America, ac- 
cording to compilations made in the office of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. The entire list of yearlings 
sold is included in this issue, together with an 
exhaustive analysis of the prices in comparison 


with the sales of other years. Exclusive of the 
yearlings, there were 613 Thoroughbreds sold 


for $508,438, not counting a few which changed 
hands at sales primarily for hunters and hunting 
stock. The averages for stallions, broodmares, 
and weanlings were below the corresponding 
figures for 1936, but the average for horses in 
training and 2-year-olds was slightly higher, 
and as the -proportion of horses in the latter 
category showed an increase, the average for all 
Thoroughbreds exclusive of yearlings was higher 
than in 1936 by 10 per cent. The following table 
shows the comparison of this year’s prices with 
those of 1936:

Royal Mail 


ONDON, December 7.--June and July are the 

only months in which we have no racing 
under National Hunt rules, but although there 
have been a great many meetings since the 
August Bank Holiday fixture at Newton Abbot, 
comparatively little interest was taken in the 
jumping until the close of the flat racing cam- 
paign, the Liverpool November ‘Chases, of 
course, excepted. We are now well embarked 
upen the N. H. season “proper,” and it had a 
marvelous send-off at Birmingham, Newbury, 
and Kempton Park last week. I have never seen 
such consistently big fields racing over’ the 
sticks. On one afternoon at Birmingham there 
weie 140 runners for seven races, a record that 
every licensed jockey must devoutly hope will 
never be beaten. It is no joke riding in a field of 
30 cr more maiden hurdlers, many of which have 
had precious little schooling, and all going hell 
for leather at the first two or three flights of 
hurdles. It is not so bad for the rest of the 
journey, when the weeds have been shaken off. 
So large were the entries for a maiden hurdle 
event at Birmingham last week that the stew- 
ards ordered the race to be run in two divisions. 
For the first division there were 19 runners and 
for the second 18. 

Features of the week have been winning per- 
formances of the Grand National horses Royal 
Mail and Airgead Sios. The former carried 175 
pounds in a two-mile 'chase at Birmingham and 
beat 14 rivals—a display full of merit inasmuch 
as it again demonstrated the capital turn of foot 
that Lloyd Thomas’ brilliant fencer possesses. 
There was no trace of the trouble that prevented 
Royal Mail being saddled for the Becher ’Chase 
at Liverpool, and he ran a delightful race. The 
son of My Prince looks appreciably heavier and 
stronger than he did last year, and probably is 
still a bit above himself. After this Birmingham 
race he was installed favorite to win the Grand 
Naticnal again, 1,000 to 80 being taken eight 
times with a leading rails bookmaker. It is, of 
course, a certainty that Royal Mail will be set 
with the maximum of 175 in the National 
weights, and greatly as I admire the gelding, I 
appreciate the severity of the task that will face 
him next March. I have the fixed idea that, 
training luck being equal, Drinmore Lad will be 
the chief hope of Ivor Anthony’s stable. Paul 
Mellon’s horse has been again backed, at 20 to 1, 
and it is not possible to beat those odds. 


Airgead Sios 

HE success of Airgead Sios was gained in a 

three-mile ‘chase at Newbury. Sir Francis 
Towle’s gelding again scored in most impressive 
style, passing the post with his head in his chest, 
five lengths in front of Luckpenny, with Kells- 
boro’ Jack a bad third and What Have You, 
Blue Prince, and four others in the rear. For 
more than a mile the headstrong What Have 
You endeavored to go with the favorite, but the 
American horse was jumped silly and although 
Luckpenny drew alongside it was only on suffer- 
ance. Airgead Sios crossed the last two fences 
as heartily as any, and strode away like a cham- 
pion in the run home. A most spectacular fencer 
is this 7-year-old, and in the light of this New- 
bury display we may have to revise our ideas 
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about his not staying the Grand National dis- 
tance. At any rate, the victory so impressed 
some good judges that they accepted 18 to 1 to 
win several thousands about his winning the 
Blue Riband. For myself, I still refuse to believe 
in him as a National horse. No one, however, 
who saw Airgead Sios win his Liverpool races 
and this Ncwbury affair would suspect that the 
gelding had a doubtful heart, but I understand 
that the vet would not pass him on this account 
when Mrs. James V. Rank was negotiating for 
his purchase a couple of months ago. Sir Francis 
Towle must be well pleased that the deal fell 
through. Airgead Sios is by Werwolf, the sire 
also of that good staying flat racer and hurdler 
Free Fare. Curiously enough, Ben Warner, the 
owner of Free Fare, tells me that his horse also 
was once turned down by a vet on account of 
supposed heart trouble. 

Mrs. Rank has consoled herself for missing 
the chance of buying Airgead Sios by purchasing 
from the veteran Findon trainer, Bob Gore, the 
useful 9-year-old Timber Wolf, which also hap- 
pens to be a son of Werwolf. 

Best of the young hurdlers seen out to date 
is the 38-year-old Silver Lance, a Knight of the 
Garter colt which won the Newbury Juvenile 
Hurdle (1!. miles) of 400 sovereigns in most 
pleasing style from 16 opponents. Silver Lance 
was bought some months ago for 600 guineas 
on behalf of an American, C. M. Kline, a patron 
of Ken Goode’s stable. Winners of 11!.-mile 
juvenile hurdle races not infrequently train off, 
but Silver Lance, in make and shape, impresses 
me as likely to make a champion. 


Free Handicap 


iy the current issue of the Racing Calendar, 
we have the Jockey Club handicapper’s assess- 
ments of the season’s 2- and 3-year-olds in the 
form of his Free Handicaps. As far as the top 
weights are concerned, Arthur Fawcett has not 
flouted public opinion on this cccasion, Port- 
marnock leading the juveniles and Mid-day Sun 
the classic performers. It will be noted that 
Mrs. Miller's Derby winner is rated only one 
pound above Solfo and two pounds better than 
Cash Book and Exhibitionnist. Goya II, Merry 
Mathew, Le Ksar, Chulmleigh, Fair Copy, and 
Sultan Mahomed are all within seven pounds of 
the top weight, which is an emphatic enough 
indication that Mr. Fawcett considers them all 
to be an undistinguished company. 

Nor does the official compiler flatter Port- 
marnock. He estimates the Champagne Stakes 
winner to be only one pound better than the 
Middle Park Stakes victor, Scottish Union, and 
two pounds better than Mirza II. The last named 
was beaten by the other two in their races over 
six furlongs, and as the Free Handicap weights 
are made for an event to be run over the Dew- 
hurst Stakes seven furlongs next April, it seems 
to me that the allowance that Mirza II gets is 
hardly adequate. Radiant is rated best of the 


fillies at 129 pounds, which is three pounds above 
her stable companion, Stafaralla. I do not agree 
with this assessment, for I regard Stafaralla as 
the better of the pair, and, quite possibly, better 
than any of the colts. 

These leading 2-year-olds will be much in the 
news during the next 10 months, and some par- 
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ticulars of the dozen which the handicapper has 
placed at the head of the list may be of interest. 
It should be noted that Mr. Fawcett has not dealt 
with any which have not run in at least three 
races, which means that such potential classic 
candidates as Onslaught, Khan Bahadur, Ram- 
tapa, and the Golden Hair colt have not been 
given a handicap mark. Nor has the compiler 
taken a chance by placing Manorite, which on 
his third appearance created a great surprise by 
winning the Dewhurst Stakes, beating Ramtapa 
among others.

NUTRITION AND RACING SUCCESS

N ies 1, 1926, at the invitation of the owner of 

Beimont Plantations, Leesburg, Virginia, I 
took charge, for a two year period, of his farm 
which was devoted entirely to breeding race 
horses. These horses were raced by their owner 
and breeder who raced no others. Although he 
had spent considerable sums of money to 
secure good breeding stock and although no 
expense was spared in training these horses, 


the results had been disappointing. For the 
ten-year period ending in 1926, the stable had 
won an annual average of $36,364. While this 
figure may seem fairly substantial, it was not 
in keeping with the number of horses bred 


and trained. 

The owner was inclined to put a large share 
of the blame on his two stallions which had been 
extensively used. Colin had becn unbeaten as 
race horse, winning the most important stakes 
of his day, but stallion was generally re- 


as a 


garded as a _ pronounced failure. The owner 
wained me that the other stallion, The Porter 


was also a failure. 

The tiainer added that all the colts by The 
Porter would break down in training before they 
could be got ready in a thorough way for racing. 
They suffered, he said, from bad legs and soft 
joints. 

After hearing a good deal about how bad the 


horses were, I went to the farm for a thorough 
inspection. At first glance it was apparent that 


this farm was lacking in sufficient grass to carry 
the number of horses quartered there. However, 
on the whole, the physical condition of the colts 
looked satisfactory. Their coats were bright and 
they were fat. 

Looking for a clue as to where to start, I 
took blood samples from various colts which 
were the produce of a cross section of the mares 

that is, from maiden mares, from mares having 
had a few foals and from old mares having had 
many foals. These blood samples were sent to 
a well known laboratory (the biochemical labora- 
tories at Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
Md.) for analysis. The report came back that all 
these animals, without exception, were badly 
deficient in calcium and phosphorous. Here was 
a clue worth following, pointing to a condition 
which could be remedied. 

Fortunately there was a considerable accumu- 
lation of manure in the cattle yard. This was 
spread at once, and followed by an application of 
one ton of ground burnt lime to the acre. After 
the first rain, the land so treated was re-seeded 
with mixed clovers and a small amount of blue 
grass. Following this, on the same _ land, 350 
pounds of 16° super-phosphate to the acre was 
spread. These applications were made at the 
far end of the colt and filly pastures, partly be- 
cause that end of the pastures had been badly 
neglected, and partly because the best grass there 
would mean additional exercise for the stock 
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going to and from the barns. However, so at- 
tached did the colts and fillies become to these 
far ends of their padodcks that it was often 
necessary to send a man down to bring them 
back, even at feed time. Their preference for 
these fertilized and mineralized plots, which they 
had previously scorned, was unmistakable. 

(Note by Wayne Dinsmore: Ordinarily, manure 
and lime are spread in late fall and winter months 
and super-phosphate in March: but the necessity of 
prompt treatment led to immediate use of manure 
and lime in August, 1926, and super-phosphate early 


in September, 1926. Fortunately fall rains came, 
making the fertilizers promptly available. Long 
continued tests by state experiment stations, how- 


ever, indicate that winter and spring application- 

the usual system—is best, for fall rains do not 

always come when needed.) 

All the horse manure from the barns was run 
through the cattle yard, and tramped down by 


40 head of cattle kept for that purpose. The 
cattle were fed cottonseed meal, shelled corn, 
ensilage and hay. Hogs were kept with the 


cattle in order to work up the manure, add their 
own manure to the mixture, and eat the grain 
undigested by the cattle. In working up this 
manure, the hogs exposed a great deal of it to 
the air and sunlight, thereby helping to exter- 
minate the parasites in the horse droppings. 

As manure became available from the cattle 
yard, it was spread on the horse pastures. 

In addition, the feeding schedule was changed. 
The cock room was closed, and during my time

at the farm was used only as a store room. No 
feed was cooked. Still following the clue of 


mineral deficiency, the heaviest oats obtainable 
were brought from the Pacific Coast at a cost 
of $1.00 per bushel, delivered at the farm. The 
mineral content of these oats is so heavy in 
comparisen with standard oats that for purposes 
of supplying mineral deficiency they appeared 
cheap even at that price. With these oats was 
fed green alfalfa meal not exceeding one pint 
per feed together with bran, yellow corn and 
linseed meal. The colts were also fed a cod liver 
oil emulsion containing calcium and phosphorous. 
This emulsion was fed for 10 days, then sus- 
pended for 10 days, then fed for another 10 days. 
During the 10-day suspension, mineral oil was 
substituted. This was all the grain ration, based 
on the old theory that hard grain makes hard 
horses. 

At the end of 90 days from the time this feed- 
ing schedule and mineralizing program had been 
put into effect, blood samples were again taken 


from the same animals as before. 


This time, 
instead of reporting by telephone, the chemist 
from Johns Hopkins Laboratories called person- 
ally to find out what had made such a radical 
increase in the quantity of minerals showing in 
his analysis of the blood samples. 

At this point I should explain that I followed 


the course I have just outlined because I be- 
lieved that it is better to supply these minerals 
through the natural feeds as much as possible, 
rather than through artificial concentrates. 

The horses which had been racing for the 
stable in 1926 came back to the farm late in the 
fall of 1926 for the winter of 1926-27. They too 
were put on a feeding schedule assuring an 
ample supply of essential minerals. Naturally it 
was with some anxiety and a lively degree of 
curiosity that I waited to see what the 1927 
racing season would hold for our horses. 

The results were emphatic and surpassed my 
rosiest hopes. In 1926 the stable had won about 
$46,000; that is, about $10,000 more than its 10- 
year average. In 1927 it won over $186,000. In 
1926 it won 28 races—in 1927 it won 58. The 
number of races won doubled, but the amount 
of money won, quadrupled. 

Nineteen twenty-eight was even better. The 
stable won GO races worth $234,640, putting the 
owner in the enviable position of leading the list 
of money winners. 

On July 1, 1828, my contract came to an end, 
and I left the farm. I felt that the yearling crop 
that year was much the best so far reared at 
Belmont. Unfortunately these horses’ were 
taken Scuth for winter racing. Practically all 
of them contracted influenza of a very severe 
type. Many of them were raced perhaps too 
scon after this sickness. In any event, the horses 
that I was confident would prove the best group 
sent into the racing stable from the farm, turned 
out to be of very little use for racing. 

After I left Belmont, the practices I had 
adopted to assure an ample supply of minerals, 
were not continued. It is interesting and perhaps 
significant that the winnings of the stable fell 
rather sharply to a point about the same as where 
they had been before the mineralizing program 
had been put into effect. 

In this story there is one point of cardinal 
interest. The owner in question raced only the 
animals he had bred himself, with only one ex- 
ception that I can recall. The large winnings, 
therefore, were entirely made, to all intents and 
purposes, by animals bred at Belmont. When 
given an adequate supply of minerals contained 
in a proper feeding schedule these animals 
proved themselves about the best race horses in 
the country. Without proper nutrition, they 
were indifferent performers even when they 
stayed sound enough to race. 

I take the liberty of giving you this story in 
some detail because I know of no other case 
where all the horses of a large racing stable 
came from one farm—a farm where the breeding 
stock remained the same both before and after 
the experiment in nutrition—and where the 
horses came from comparative obscurity to the 
pinnacle of success and then after the experi- 
ment in nutrition was discontinued, returned to 
obscurity. 

I hope that these facts which I have outlined 
may be of service not only to breeders of race 
horses but to breeders and owners of other types 
of horses as well, wherever the physical welfare 
of the horse is of importance. 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


PEDIGREE POINTS - 
Whichone 


N the early summer of 1930 the American Turf 
had two potential 3-year-old champions, Gal- 
lant Fox and Whichone, both horses of the high- 
est rank. Whichone did not succeed in beating 


the Belair Stud colt that year, but there were 
enough people who thought him better than 
Gallant Fox to make Travers day at Saratoga 


that summer a red-letter date for the Saratoga 
Association’s box office. Whichone, never alto- 
gether sound, broke down after giving Gallant 
Fox such a drive that the 100-to-1 shot Jim 
Dandy beat both of them in one of the greatest 
upscts of the American Turf. The Whitney colt 
hobbled back to his barn and never started again, 
and Gallant Fox moved on to an uncontestable 
leadership. 

Gallant Fox went back to his birthplace, A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky., entered 
upen stud service as a 4-year-old. There were 
high hopes for his success, and he has not dis- 
appointed. From his first crop came Omaha, the 
best 3-year-old of his year, and the good handi- 
capper Calumet Dick. In the second crop were 
Granville, the best 3-year-old of his year (at 
least, after Bold Venture retired from the scene), 
and Flares, an outstanding horse in England. In 
the third crop, foals of 1934, was Perifox, an 
excellent colt in England. Gallant Fox’s book is 
full for 1988 at $1,500. 

What of Whichone? There were high hopes 
for him, too. He went back to his birthplace, 
the C. V. Whitney farm at Lexington, entered 
upon stud service as a 4-year-old. He has not 
yet sired a champion. For the season of 1938 he 
has been farmed out to stand at Castleton under 
the direction of Samuel M. Look. The stage is 
now set for some expert to step forward, twirl 
his mustache, and announce that Whichone has 
been tried and found wanting. If you meet such 
an expert, kindly tell him pooey for me. 

Whichene has had four crops to come to the 
races, 11 foals of 1932, including eight winners, 
seven 2-year-old winners, one stakes winner 
(Today); 19 foals of 1933, including 13 winners, 
nine 2-year-old winners, two stakes winners 
(Piccolo, Bow and Arrow); 14 foals of 1934, in- 
cluding 10 winners, eight 2-year-old winners, two 
stakes winners (Black Look, Whichcee); 24 foals 
of 1935, now 2-year-olds, including 12 winners, 
three stakes winners (Bourbon King, Handcuff, 
Alaskan). 

Putting the four crops together, Whichone has 
sired 68 foals which officially lived to racing 
age. Forty-three of them, or 63 per cent, have 
wen; 36, or 53 per cent, won at two; and eight, 
or 12 per cent, are stakes winners. Only a few 
of the very best sires in America can match 
these percentages singly, and offhand I can think 
of only one sire (*Bull Dog) which can match 
Whichone’s percentage record in all three di- 
visions. 

For the owner of a stallion it is more profitable 
for the horse to make his reputation by siring 
a few racers, or even one racer, of extremely high 
class than by turning out year after year good 
crops of horses of high average ability. But the 
breeder should remember that different sires show 
their worth in different departments and should 
examine the whole record of a stallion whenever 
they consider patronizing him.

Burning Blaze 


THER things being equal, the stallion with 

a strong pedigree is more likely to make a 
success than the stallion with a weak pedigree. 
And other things being equal, the stallion which 
had goed class as a race horse is more likely to 
succeed than the sire which had less class on the 
track. On these generalizations most of us are 
agreed. 

But in choosing between the stallion with a 
strong pedigree and a weak racing record and 
the stallion which had high class as a racer and 
only mcderate recommendations as to pedigree, 
there is apparently a strong disposition to favor 
the former category. I have to take exception 
here, and cast my vote for the horse which had 
class, in preference to the horse which had the 
classy pedigree. 


There is a tremendous variation in the actual 


racing ability of horses which have approxi- 
mately equal prospects, as far as pedigree is 


concerned. This variation will always be with 
us, regardless of how much “science” is pro- 
jected into the mating of horses. If anyone will 
go to the bottom of the exhaustive researches 
made by Dr. H. H. Laughlin at Cold Springs 
Harbor on Long Island (and these probably 
represent the most complete investigation ever 
made of the inheritance of racing class), I be- 
lieve he will find that there is about one chance 
in eight that a correct prediction (correct within 
a five-pound range) can be made as to the racing 
class of a prospective foal. With no _ science 
whatever, except his own experience, the 
average breeder probably could make an off- 
hand prediction which would have almost, if not 
quite, as much chance of turning out to be 
correct. 

An extreme example of this variation is Burn- 
ing Blaze, a young stallion standing now at the 
Nash Brothers’ Shandon Farm at Lexington. 
Big Blaze, the sire of Burning Blaze, was a good 
race horse, but his record as a stallion was such 
that he was sold for $600 at the Lexington fall 
sales, and the fact that he brought that much 
was almost wholly attributable to Burning Blaze. 
The dam of Burning Blaze was Mexican Tea, by 
Tea Caddy out of Mexilow, by Mexican out of 
Nina Louise, by Onondaga out of Bessie Hinkley 
by *Buckden. I have gone back to the fifth dam 
of the stallion in question without finding a 
single distinguished name, if I may be allowed 
to use the standards of 1937 to judge distinction. 
The chances of obtaining a race horse of the 
class of Burning Blaze from such a pedigree are 
perhaps less than one in 10,000. But there he is. 

Burning Blaze won $83,625 as a 2-year-old, 
but was so unfortunate as to have the tendon of 
one of his hind legs almost severed when an- 
other horse ran up on him in a race a few days 
prior to the Kentucky Derby of 1932, for which 
he was then the favorite. He won the race, 
finishing on three legs, and never started again. 
Efforts were made to train him afterward, with- 
out success. In 1933 he made a brief stud season 
and sired two foals of 1934. These two foals, 
Burning Star and Aglow, are both winners, and 
Burning Star is among the very best 3-year-olds 
of 1937. He has won the Saranac Handicap, 
Travers Stakes, and Maryland Handicap, and 
three other and has earned $40,425. In 
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BURNING BLAZE, stand-

1935 Burning Blaze had one other foal, which is 
named Shandon Queen; she has started a few 
times, has not yet won. I understand also that 
Burning Blaze is represented by one yearling 
and five weanlings. Thus, until this year, breed- 
ers had almost entirely neglected the horse. But 
now, with Burning Star to headline his adver- 
tising, Burning Blaze has a full book for 1938 
after he has been five years at stud. 


Spelling Bee 

N my references to the pedigrees of Thorough- 

breds I usually stay on this side of 1900, not 
because the earlier history of the breed is less 
interesting, but because the later developments 
are more important to the breeder concerned 
with next year’s matings. But recently I made 
an excursion into the long ago and provoked a 
letter from John L. O'Connor. Any time you 
get beyond 1840 you are likely to run into Mr. 
O'Connor, for those are his woods. In this case 
the Sage of Schuylerville and Nestor of the New 
York Electrical School (his personal library in 
the offices of that institution is strangely un- 
electrical) called my attention to the proper 
style for the name of the mare Slamerkin (by 
*Wildair out of DeLancey’s imported Cub mare). 
I said yes, sir, very meekly and went on about 
my business, but later there came a letter from 
Francis Thornton Greene in which the contention 
was made that I wasn’t so wrong, after all, in 
my reference to the mare called Slamerkin. Now 
Mr. O’Connor, a man full of footnotes and 
whimsy, comes back with his documents: 


Dear Mr. 
“Slamerkin” 


Estes: 

in display type at the head of column— 
instead of in her sales-catalogue position at bottom of 
extended pedigrees—furnished a welcome surprise to 
readers of Tur Btoop-Horset. This reader was addi- 
tionally thrilled to find his friend Thornton Greene 
bearing a loyal lance in defense of the spelling of the 
matriarch’s name as found in great-great-grand daddy's 
invaluable repository The American Turf Register and 
Sporting Magazine.

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EARLY 2-YEAR-OLD RACING 


T its regular meeting December 18 at the 

Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, members of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America discussed sug- 
gestions made by Ralph H. George, chairman of 
the New Hampshire State Racing Commission, 
and also chairman of a N. A. S. R. C. committee 
which is considering the curtailment of early 2- 
year-old racing. J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLoop- 
HORSE, and leader of the discussion, read a letter 
from Mr. George in which were proposed three 
possible courses in the event any action were 
taken to reduce winter racing for juveniles: 1, 
that April 1 instead of January 1 be taken as 
the date on which the age of Thoroughbreds is 
advanced; 2, that no racing of 2-year-olds be per- 
mitted before April 1; 3, that 2-year-olds raced 
before April 1 be restricted to the claiming divi- 
sion for the remainder of the year. 

In introducing the subject, Mr. Estes pointed 

out that The Jockey Club, in conjunction with 
Kentucky and Canadian racing authorities, had 
passed, about 1915, a rule prohibiting early 2- 
year-old racing, and that in the succeeding years 
yearling sales fell off to such an extent that The 
Jockey Club in July, 1918, considered repeal of 
the rule. It refused to rescind the rule at that 
time, but a month later protests had grown to 
such an extent that the rule was abandoned. 
Members of the club, discussing Mr. George's 
- proposals, entirely avoided the third course, re- 
stricted themselves largely to voting for or 
against the elimination of 2-year-old racing in 
January, February, and March. At the end of the 
discussion the count stood 15 to 5 against the re- 
striction, with a few of those present failing to 
offer an opinion. 
‘ The opinions of those who participated in the 
discussion are given in synopsis below, but are 
not direct quotations unless specifically so in- 
dicated: 

Willie Lee Nutter (breeder): A 2-year-old may 
possibly be benefited by being reserved from 
early racing, but from an economic standpoint 
winter racing of 2-year-olds is necessary. 

Phil T. Chinn (breeder and owner): In a letter 
read by Mr. Estes, Mr. Chinn expressed himself 
wholly in favor of eliminating winter racing of 
: 2-year-olds, saying “we would then have better 
i 3- and 4-year-old horses to compete in distance 
; races by reason of soundness, in letting young 
colts mature as nature intended them to.” 

R. M. Young (breeder): A trainer should be 
able to select the horses in his string worth hold- 
ing out, and should be allowed to race those he 
feels are best adapted to winter sprints. 

D. B. Midkiff (breeder and owner): Certain 
types of horses should be used for winter races. 
From his experience with his own horses, Mr. 
Midkiff said that a horse which races at two is 
better than one which does not, other factors 
being equal. 

Jack Howard (breeder, owner, trainer, and 
former jockey): Not present at the meeting, Mr. 
Howard was reported as opposed to curtailment 
of early racing. He stated that of 12 yearlings 
bought at auction, five are no use except for 
winter racing, and should be raced then, and that 
the owner should be allowed to use his own judg- 
ment as to when his 2-year-olds are raced. 

Thomas Piatt (breeder and owner): Also ab- 
sent from the meeting, Mr. Piatt’s reported 
opinion was that restriction of early racing would 


take the value from a large percentage of year- 
lings, and that early racing did no harm. ‘“Donau 
won the Kentucky Derby, and he had won six 
races before he was actually a 2-year-old. 

Allan Long (farm manager): Early racing may 
be detrimental to the breed, but the horsemen who 
owns small, quick, speedy 2-year-olds has to cash 
them in in the winter, from an economic stand- 
point. But horses as a whole would be better if 
not raced early. 

H. A. Luro (owner): Not present at the meet- 
ing, Mr. Luro, owner of *Amor Brujo and instru- 
mental in the importation of other South Ameri- 
can horses, had written Mr. Estes: “I am sure 
if the racing secretaries will not allow 2-year-old 
racing before March and not tolerate a race of 
less than 4!. furlongs, this will result in a greater 
development of the ‘specimen’ during the coming 
generations.” 

Hunter Moody (Standardbred trainer): Mr. 
Moody, who has brought back to soundness a 
number of Thoroughbreds by working them to 
a sulky, said that he ‘‘would hate to have any- 
one tell me when to race my own property,” that 
about 40 per cent of each crop is of little worth in 
any case, that racing is a question of survival of 
the fittest specimens. 

Gay Drake (breeder): The question of early 
racing should be left to the owners of the horses 
which race. 

Jay D. Weil (breeder and owner): The percent- 
age of winter-raced 2-year-olds is small. Some 
horses are better for being trained early, some 
are hurt by early training. The breeders are as 
much responsible as anyone for horses which 
break down, by fattening them for market pur- 
poses, and a horse will fare better by getting into 
the hands of a trainer as early as possible. 

Cy White (farm manager): A man who puts 
money in yearlings should do what he wants to 
do. Mr. White agreed with Mr. Weil in the matter 
of over-fleshed yearlings, said that the owner 
should try to get his money out of horses which 
develop early. 

Ira Drymon (farm manager): Only a small 
per cent of 2-year-olds race before April 1, so 
restriction of winter racing would make little 
difference. If improvement of the breed is the 
sole question, it would be better to eliminate 2- 
vear-old racing entirely. But this would virtually 
ruin the yearling market. 

Samuel M. Look (breeder and owner): Year- 
lings are frequently ruined in the fall by speed 
trials. There is a necessity for many owners to 
collect early returns on their investment. Early 
racing of precocious juveniles is good for the 
game, and should be left as it is. 

Arthur Shutts (farm manager): If Mr. George 
visited the stables, he would know that what is 
done before the first of January is the trouble. 
Many yearlings are overtrained even before the 
first of January, and have been fired and blistered 
before they start. 

Charles Kenney (farm manager): In agreement 
with Mr. Moody, Mr. Kenney advocated leaving 
early racing to the horsemen themselves. 

Horace N. Davis (breeder) : Breeders are forced 
to breed their mares early, though most would 
rather not have a foal on the farm before Feb- 
ruary 1. It is not lack of age, but lack of time 
in training that makes unsound horses. Mr. 
Davis suggested the offering of purses for maiden 
races in the summer of such a value as to justify 
owners waiting to race in them. 

Dr. Charles Hagyard (veterinarian, breeder, 
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and owner): Certain strains of horses are better 
adapted to early racing, lose most of their earning 
power if kept away from it. 

Dr. W. W. Dimock (veterinarian): Instancing 
his remarks by examples of forcing production and 
performance in other breeds, to their detriment, 
Dr. Dimock advocated long-range planning, 
though admitting the importance of the economic 
side of the question. Early racing is in train to 
ruin the breed, he said. 

Sam Walton (insurance): The owner has to 
consider whether he wants early money or good 
horses. 

William Talbert (feed dealer): Best avoidance 
of unsoundness depends on purchase and use of 
proper grain and feed supplements. 

Mr. George's letter, with slight variations, went 
out to a large number of interested parties, was 
published, among other places, on the sport pages 
of the New York Times, and Mr. George should 
be, by the time the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners meets in January, well pro- 
vided with opinions on the subject. The letter: 

We have heard a great deal during the last few years 
about the evil of racing 2-year-olds too early. Many 
owners and trainers are of the opinion that this causes 


the juveniles either to fail to develop or to break 
down before they have reached the handicap age. Per- 
haps this accounts for our dearth of good handicap 
horses. 

Last August, in Saratoga, at the semi-annual meet- 
ing of the National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, I introduced a_ resolution asking that a 


study be made of this question. I was subsequently 
appointed chairman of the committee to look into this 
matter and to report back at the January meeting in 
Miami. 

I realize that this is a serious and important question 
ind one which should not be acted upon hastily. I am 
endeavoring to obtain the views of Turf writers, breed- 
ers, oWners, trainers and track owners regarding a 
change in the racing of 2-year-olds 

It is my belief that there are three 


proposals to 
choose from to eliminate this condition. 


We might change the birth date of all Thorough- 
breds to April 1. After all, are we not arbitrarily try- 
ing to hasten nature by setting the birth date as of 


January 1? 

The later birth date would be a benefit to the mares 
and the foals, as it would enable the mares to be out 
of doors up to the time of foaling, thus giving them 
the benefit of the spring grasses with their extra 
mineral content. 

t also would allow the foals to get out into the 
healing rays of the sun, which straighten crooked limbs 
and strengthen weak ones. I cannot understand how 
these early two- and three-furlong scampers for Thor- 


oughbreds prove anything or have the slightest ten- 
dency to improve the breed. 
Second, we could leave the birth date as it is and 


pess a rule allow ng no 2-year-old races prior to April 1. 

Third, we could leave the birth date as January 1, 
but pass a rule requiring all 2-year-olds who race prior 
to April 1 to run only in claiming races for the 
remainder of the year. 

I expect that these proposals might be opposed by 
track owners who operate winter tracks, as they, of 
course, include 2-year-old) races immediately after 
January 1. It does seem, however, that this should 
not be anv great obstacle as the baby races are usually 
poor betting races, and might well be replaced with 
distance races for older horses.

The reply of J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, was as follows: 


Dear Mr. George: 

Pursuant to your request for opinions concerning the 
proposal to eliminate early racing of 2-year-olds, 
asked members of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
at their meeting of December 18, to express themselves, 
and I enclose brief summaries of what they had to say 
in a very interesting meeting. 

As for my own opinion (not expressed at the meet- 
ing). I appreciate the good intentions behind the sug- 
gestion, and would like to see some action toward the 
building of a more enduring breed of racers, but in 
view of the economic interests involved, it does not 
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seem possible to enlist enough support to justify an 
attempt to have such a rule passed. Twenty years ago 
such a rule was in effect, but breeders protested so 
vehemently and in such numbers that even The Jockey 
Club changed its mind and rescinded its action. 
Further, I can hardly believe that delaying the racing 
of 2-yvear-olds by, say, three months would bring about 
enough of a gain in durability to compensate for the 
economic loss it would entail. Two-year-olds are prob- 
vbly damaged more by excessive racing and training 
than by early racing, and I doubt whether the pro- 
hibition of 2-year-olds from competition during the first 
three months of the year would account for more 
than a small fraction of the damage done.

Canada vs. Uruguay 


AYING “I told you so” isn’t much fun to the 

listener, but the speaker enjoys it consider- 
ably. I have for two weeks been casting mild 
aspersions on the legend of invincibility which 
California writers were building up around *Amor 
Brujo. It was an old acquaintance which shattered 
the illusion, though I had to be reminded of this 
by Thomas B. Cromwell, who published THE 
BLoop-HORSE until October, 1935, and never for- 
got anything before or since. 

In December of 1934 George Garthwaite, then 
trainer for Major Austin C. Taylor, came to Lex- 
ington and bought a number of horses for his 
employer, including Fort Springs, Air Squadron, 
and Bye Lo. The Ed Crump mare Glacee was then 
at the C. V. Whitney farm, with her first foal, a 
colt by Whichone. They belonged to Col. A. R. 
Chaffee, who wanted to sell them rather badly, 
and they were offered to Mr. Cromwell for $1,500. 
He engaged them, though not certain that Major 
Taylor would take them. I drove Mr. Garthwaite 
out to see the mare and foal, on a particularly 
vile and snowy December morning, and looked at 
the foal with considerable interest, as he was the 
first Whichone I had seen, though the first crop 
was racing that year. He was a jumpy little 
rascal, and it was quite a problem to keep him 
still enough to look at. (*Amor Brujo had the 
same problem December 18 and couldn't quite 
solve it.) Trainer Garthwaite took the mare and 
foal, largely, I suspect, because he had a car 
only half full of horses, and they were shipped 
to Major Taylor’s farm in British Columbia. The 
foal, now named Whichcee, proved a considerable 
bargain, having won nearly $11,000, though start- 
ing but eight times. He is the sixth stakes win- 
ner of the year by Whichone, the second to turn 
up at the Tanforan meeting. He is also, by a 
rather hasty calculation, the twenty-ninth 3-year- 
old to win more than $10,000 this year. The 1938 
book of his sire, incidentally, is nearly filled. 


Santa Anita Weights 


O racing secretary, out of consideration for 
his own feelings, should read the sports pages 

for a week or so after he releases the weights 
for an important handicap. There are lots of 
racing secretaries who are working at something 
else, and the comment is frequently a bit caustic. 
Just now a favorite sport is heckling Webb 
Everett for his Santa Anita Handicap weights, 
published elsewhere in this issue. Mr. Everett has 
been a very careless man. The first year the 
handicap was run, he gave the race to Equipoise. 
Then he gave it, in 1936, to Discovery. This year 
he has given it to Seabiscuit. But neither C. V. 
Whitney nor Alfred Vanderbilt got the purse, so 
maybe Charles S. Howard had better not draw 
any checks against his Santa Anita Handicap win- 
nings before March 5. Personally, I like Sea- 
biscuit’s chances, as he is, while perhaps not as 
great a horse as Equipoise or Discovery, in better 
physical shape than Equipsise was, and of a 
more dependable disposition than Discovery. But 
even after Mr. Everett gives him the race, he 
has to run a mile and a quarter faster than a 
lot of other good horses which are getting weight. 
And I do not share the distaste which some 
persons have expressed for the limited handicap. 
In fact I should like to see some more races with

even sharper limitations. As the matter stands, 
we have only a very few weight-for-age races, 
and with a Discovery or a Seabiscuit about, the 
few we have fi!l so badly that pari-mutuel tracks 
can hardly afford them. We have plenty of open 
handicaps, but if there isa Discovery or Seabiscuit 
about he must constantly run the risk of being 
beaten by a horse which couldn’t warm him up 
under level weights. Now if an owner can acquire 
the best 2-year-old of the season he can get lavish 
rewards. If he has the best 3-year-old he has 
plenty of opportunities. In neither case does he 
have to give weight, regardless of his horse’s 
superiority. But if an owner has the best horse 
at large four years old or up, he is, in theory at 
least, no better off than if he had a horse of 
inferior merit, since he must race his champion 
under conditions which give every horse in the 
race an equal chance. In other words, what is 
the value of having a horse 20 pounds better than 
the field he faces, if he has to give 20 pounds 
to the field ? 

It seems to me that a limited handicap is in 
some degree a compromise. Since the range of 
weights gives lesser horses some sort of a chance, 
the race fills better than a weight-for-age race. 
Since the range is limited, the best horse gets 
some advantage from his superior ability. 


Three-Furlong Horses 


N other columns of this magazine, and in many 

places this week and last, appeared comment 
and cpinion on a proposal of Ralph H. George, 
able head of the New Hampshire Racing Com- 
mission, to restrict the early racing of 2-year- 
olds. For the most part opinion seems against 
the proposal, which might have been expected. 
Even those who are not actuated by an economic 
aspect of the case are not disturbed by pos- 
sible damage done by racing immature horses 
in January and February. 

On the whole I am inclined to agree, for once, 
with the majority. Of course a number of good 
2-year-olds race in the winter—-Sparta and De- 
liberator, Okapi and Black Gift come to mind 
but generally speaking the most promising 2- 
year-olds are reserved for summer racing. Con- 
sequently, even if one assumes the disputed fact 
that early racing is highly injurious (those horses 
I have mentioned above went on very well), only 
a few of the potentially good horses are hurt. 

The improvement of the breed, often jibed at, 
is a very definite fact, not because breeders are 
trying altruistically to develop it, but because 
every economic consideration places a _ high 
premium on better horses. In other words, 
whether the motivation for improvement is 
sportsmanship or an itch for the Derby and Preak- 
ness and Belmont purses, the improvement is 
none the less steadily sought for. But racing 
must keep itself alive by providing an oppor- 
tunity for its many failures. A breeder must be 
lucky as well as good to get three or four high- 
class horses from 20 foals; if he is to continue 
to go on trying to breed gocd horses, there must 
be some market for the remaining 16 or 17. I 
doubt very seriously if the winter-raced 2-year- 
olds, being principally of the small, quick, pre- 
cocious sprinting type, would be much better if 
they were reserved. Their sphere of usefulness is 
probably restricted, by their type and conforma- 
tion, to short and breathless sprints. 
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CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN CLOSES 
 § eet Saturday of the current week, Cali- 
fornia is without racing. Tanforan closed its 
25-day meeting December 18; Santa Anita Park 
opens Christmas Day. Last year the Los Angeles 
track had a phenomenally successful meeting, 
and its Santa Anita Handicap day was the only 
one in America on which betting went higher 
than that at Churchill Downs on Derby Day. This 
year is expected to be a repetition of last winter's 
success, will quite possibly show an increase over 
last year’s figures. Purses have been raised to a 
minimum of $1,200, except in races for 2-year-olds, 
which remain at $1,000. The seating capacity of 
the plant has been increased. There are more 
pari-mutuel windows, more parking spaces. The 
rich stakes have again brought out a large num- 
ber of high-class horses, and a good quality of 
racing will be offered. 

Tanforan’s meeting was also a success, though 
a more moderate one. The pari-mutuel average 
was above $180,000 (exact figures are not yet 
available) and despite a number of rainy and dis- 
agreeable days the attendance held up. From a 
national point of view, the principal development 
of the meeting was the group of South American 
horses which raced there. *Cascabelito and *Amor 
Brujo were the best of these, the latter having 
a very high reputation with local observers until 
the final day, when he ran an indifferent race to 
finish fifth in the San Francisco Handicap. 

Closing day offered a secondary attraction in 
a $1,000 overnight handicap for 2-year-olds at six 
furlongs. The winner,was H. T. Griffin's Pondosa, 
a Moonraker filly bred by C. A. Hartwell. She 
got away last, passed the other 10 members of 
the field, and got her nose in front in the closing 
yards, beating Dolicia Stable’s Time Prince. 

Among other interesting races of the week was 
an allowance event for 2-year-olds won by Mrs. 
E. Voynow’s Rommy. That son of Judge Hay had 
been sent against older horses on several occa- 
sions and had given an excellent account of him- 
self, though losing most of his chances by bad 
post behavior, which on one occasion got him off 
in the wrong direction. In the 2-year-old allow- 
ance race, Rommy behaved at post, outclassed his 
held, won by eight lengths. 

Other developments were few. The California 
sire Xenofol got winners of two maiden races dur- 
ing the week. One, for California-bred 2-year- 
olds, was won by Havana, bred by John W. March- 
bank. The other was for 3- and 4-year-old maid- 
ens without geographical restriction, went to 
Xenomay, a 3-year-old bred by C. T. Clifford. 
Another South American went under on Decem- 
ber 16, this being *Searover II, which was beaten 
in a mile allowance race by the St. Brideaux colt 
Lame Duck. In this race, as well as in several 
others on the same day, fog was so thick that 
chartmakers could not follow the horses, caught 
the fields only at the eighth-pole and the finish. 
*Searover II's rider Frank Maschek, claimed that 
he had been fouled on the far turn, but since 
officials had not been able to see what happened, 
the claim was not allowed. 


CALIFORNIA LASSIE STAKES 

The third California Lassie Stakes ($5,000 
added, 2-year-old fillies, six furlongs), run at 
Tanfcran December 14, attracted 17 overnight 
entries, of which two were scratched before the 
field got to post. None of the starters had won 


a third as much as first money would amount 
to, less than half had won as much as second 
money, five had not won as much as third. 

The starting gate would accommodate but 12 
horses, so Havana, Bonamye, and Sky Lanty 
were started from the outside. The latter, a Sir 
Lanny filly bred and owned by Gillespie Land and 
Irrigation Company, had made but two previous 
starts, had won, some 10 days earlier, a race for 
California-bred maidens. But with Jockey C. 
Turk in the saddle, Sky Lanty broke in front, in- 
creased her advantage steadily. She entered the 
stretch with what looked like a safe lead, threw 
most of it away by bolting to the outside. But 
Turk straightened her quickly, and the filly 
began gaining again, ultimately winning by 
seven lengths. Second by six lengths was Foam, 
a Wildair filly from Henry Potter Russell’s 
Double H Ranch, which had held that position 
for all but the first few strides. Earl H. Beezley’s 
Maria Juliet, also by Wildair, starting with the 
first flight and gaining slowly, was third. Mrs. 
R. Cooper’s Clarcarole (named for Clark Gable 
and Carole Lombard) came up after being in close 
quarters, was third in the stretch, but could not 
hold Maria Juliet, finished fourth a head behind 
her. In order followed Shasta Slipper, Carla Mar, 
Mam Lindy, Bon Fly, Midwick, Bonamye, Ha- 
vana, Gamelon, Ripping, Sharp Miss, and Muse. 
All starters carried 119 pounds. Time, :24, :48%5, 
1:16!;, track slow. Stakes division, $6,360, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

*AMOR BRUJO FAILS 

H. A. Luro’s *Amor Brujo (125) and A. E.- 
Silver’s *Sargazo (114), running as an entry, 
were backed at 4 to 5 for the San Francisco 
Handicap ($10,000 added, all ages, 1 1-16 miles) 
at Tanforan December 18. Most of the backing 
was attracted by *Amor Brujo, the invader 
having won his two previous starts in North 
America, both minor stakes events. Possibly 
omitted from bettors’ calculations was the fact 
that both victories had been scored over soft 
footing. At any rate neither of the South 
Americans ever really got in the battle. 

Most formidable opposition was expected from 
the A. C. T. Stock Farm entry of Indian Broom 
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(118) and Whichcee (3-y-o, 110), since *Amor 
Brujo had beaten most of the other contenders. 
At the start of the race it seemed that Whichcee 
was to be used as pacemaker, for he was hustled 
to the front at once and Indian Broom, getting 
away third, made no attempt to go up to him. 
Splitting the entry at the start was another 
3-year-old, R. C. Stable’s Count Atlas (107), 
but after three furlongs Indian Broom came up 
to second place. Jockey Jack Adams, the season’s 
leading rider, sat still on Whichcee as his stable- 
mate came up, but remained a length in front. 
Count Atlas remained in third place, and on the 
turn *Sargazo came up to fourth. As the field 
turned into the stretch Whichcee saved ground, 
drew away from his better known stablemate 
and won handily. Indian Broom tired and fell 
back, and Count Atlas came again to take sec- 
ond place, finishing a length and a half behind 
the winner. Third place feil to Neil S. McCarthy’s 
Tick On (116), which raced much better than 
his final placing indicated. He had jumped into 
the air at the start, then was outrun for a 
quarter-mile. He finished extremely well, a neck 
behind Count Atlas. Indian Broom was fourth, 
a half-length farther back. In order followed 
*Amor Brujo, which had raced wide most of the 
way, *Sargazo, King Saxon (118), and Marynell 
(108). Time, :234%5, :47°5, 1:1135, 1:4414, track 
fast. Stakes division, $8,700, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

Whichcee has started eight times, won four 
races, and has earned $10,950. Glacee made two 
starts at two and was unplaced. She became the 
personal mount of Col. A. R. Chaffee, who in 
1933 sent her to the C. V. Whitney farm, where 
she was bred to Whichone, then making his third 
season in stud. In 1934 Thomas B. Cromwell, 
acting for Major Austin C. Taylor, purchased 
Whichcee, then a weanling, and his dam, getting 
both for $1,500. Glacee was in foal to Blondin, 
and in 1935 dropped a filly later named Glacine, 
which has been once third in two starts this year. 
Frappe has produced but three other foals of 
racing age. These include Icicle (winner Bowling 
Brook, Warrenton, Great Neck, Bonnie Brook 
Steeplechases) and Ktwo, a winner at four this 
vear. *Gelee also produced the winners Snow 
Maiden, Peter the Piper, Zirek, and Passing 
Show, the latter also dam of six winners. 


HANDICAP WEIGHTS 


Weights for the $100,000 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap, released December 15 by Secretary Webb 
Everett, revealed the top impost of 130 pounds 
assigned to Charles S. Howard’s Seabiscuit, 
acknowledged ieader of the handicap division, 
and highest money winner of the year. Rated 
exactly level with him by the weight scale is 
Samuel D. Riddle’s War Admiral, unbeaten in 
his eight starts at three and undisputed leader of 
his division. Next come two previous winners 
of the race, Foxcatcher Farm’s Rosemont and 
Silver State Stable’s Top Row. Rosemont, last 


season’s winner under 124 pounds, has 128 for 
the 1938 running, and Top Row, which won in 
1936 with 116 pounds, and was assigned 127 
pounds last year, gets in with 123 pounds. 
*Ligaroti, one of the South American invaders, 
is next with 122 pounds, and two other imported 
horses, the French-bred *Le Bambino and the 
Uruguayan-bred “Amor Brujo, share the 120- 
pound niche with Pompoon and Aneroid, Pom- 
poon thus being rated second among the 3-year- 
olds nominated. Heelfly, another 3-year-old, has 
119 pounds, and the veterans Calumet Dick and 
Time Supply have 118 each. 

Naturally few 2-year-olds of 1937 were nomi- 
nated for the event. Highest ranked of them is 
Ral Parr’s Legal Light, which has 103 pounds. 
Under the weight scale this ranks him only 
four pounds below Seabiscuit and War Admiral, 
an anomaly brought about by the narrow range 
of weights. Can’t Wait (102) and The Chief 
(101) are the only other juveniles of any pre- 
tensions.

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FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK OPENS 


ACING was off to a flying start in Florida 

December 20, when Tropical Park began its 
first meeting of the winter, a 20-day session. The 
weather was cloudy and colder than the Miami 
Chamber of Commerce is likely to admit, but a 
crowd estimated at 10,000 crowded into the Gables 
Racing Association plant, taxed the capacity of 
the enlarged grandstand. Betting on opening day 
totaled $205,018, a considerable increase over the 
$185,675 which was wagered on opening day in 
December, 1986. It was a record opening day 
crowd, a record opening day pari-mutuel turn- 
over. There had been the annual reports that 
Florida, because of high prices and the usual 
brigandage practiced on tourists, had failed to 
attract the usual number of winter visitors, but 
Tropical Park’s opening day, though perhaps not 
conclusive evidence to the contrary, at least in- 
Gicates that such reports were exaggerated. 

The eight-race program was made up of five 
claiming events, an allowance race for 2-year- 
olds, an overnight handicap for older horses, and 
a maiden race. The juvenile event went to Wool- 
ford Farm’s Lawrin, home-bred son of Insco, 
trained by B. A. Jones, who is second to Hirsch 
Jacobs on the list of trainers in 1937. The over- 
night handicap, with a $1,200 purse, was won by 
the favorite, Townsend B. Martin’s Stubbs, 4- 
vear-old sprinting son of *Sir Gallahad III, bred 
by A. B. Hancock and sold at Saratoga in 1934 
for $2,300 to his present owner. A fair field was 
behind him, and he gave weight to all other start- 
ers except Paradisical, which, like the winner, had 
114 pounds up. Kingsbury, Paradisical, and Lady 
Higloss followed the winner in order, with four 
other starters in the beaten field. 

Two good fields filled races for platers of the 
upper classes. A sprint for $4,000 platers went 
to the Bradley-bred Blind Pig, a 4-year-old son 
of *Bull Dog which races now for Fanfare Farms. 
Platers at $5,000 contested a one-mile event, the 
winner being Medway Stable’s Alexandrine, 3- 
year-old St. James filly. Favorites took three of 
the day’s events, the most considerable upset 
being the victory of Roar, a *Dis Donec gelding 
which made his first start in the second event, 
won by four lengths at 21 to 1. Roar, owned by 
Mrs. C. S. Bromley, was part of a daily double 
combination worth $738.60 to the 13 persons who 
held winning tickets. 


NEW JONES CAMERA 

An improvement on his previous finish camera 
has been announced by James J. Jones, and the 
new camera will be used at Hialeah Park. It will, 
according to its inventor, get pictures of “clear- 
est definition” under all light conditions, and Mr. 
Jcnes promised “another picture innovation” 
that will speed up the decision of the placing 
judges. Fourteen race tracks, including most of 
the Chicago, New York, and Maryland tracks, 
use the Jones camera, which already turns out 
finish photographs for inspection more quickly 
than any cther device. Last summer at Arling- 
ton Park the Jones crew got a picture on the 
sereen 46 seconds after the finish. 


TRAINERS’ PRIZES 

For the fourth year, Hialeah Park will offer 
prizes of $500 to leading trainers in each of three 
15-day periods. Winners are determined by 


awarding points to trainers saddling horses 
which win or place In 1935, first year the awards 
were made, Vincent Mara won the prize for the 
first 15 days, Hirsch Jacobs the one for the 
second period, and J. Gorga the third. In 1936 
Trainer Jacobs won the first period, A. G. Tarn 
in the second and third. Last year the winner of 
all three prizes was Bert S. Michell, with Jacobs 
and Phil Bieber second and third in each of the 
three periods. 


REINSTATEMENTS 


At a meeting of the Florida Racing Commis- 
sion at Miami December 1, three persons who had 
been suspended by the commission were restored 
to good standing. L. Britcher, ruled off for con- 
spiracy to defraud by manipulation of mutuel 
sheets on March 27, 1934, M. E. Costello, sus- 
pended April 4, 1936, for conduct detrimental to 
the best interest of the Turf, and Max Eisner, 
suspended April 8, 1937, for the same offense, 
were the persons reinstated. 


LICENSE BOARD 


Members of the board which passes on licenses 
for trainers and jockeys in Florida this winter 
are Thomas J. Thorpe, Tropical Park steward; 
Charles FE. Cone, steward representing the State 
Racing Commission; Marshall Cassidy, Hialeah 
Park steward; James Fitzsimmons, trainer; and 
Parks Glover, secretary of the commission. Cone 
is a cousin of Florida’s Governor Fred Cone, was 
the first appointee of the governor. 


LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 
AST week, for the first time in the Fair 
Grounds meeting, which opened Thanksgiv- 

ing Day, no stakes event was offered on the 

Saturday program. The Pass Christian Handi- 

cap, a $2,000 added race for 2-year-olds, had been 

scheduled, evidently failed to fill. Two non- 
claiming events shared the chief interest of the 

afternoon. One was a six-furlong dash for 3- 

year-olds and up, and was won by the Stimulus 

filly Miss Dolphin, owned by Mrs. A. M. Creech. 

In this event the Supremus gelding Leading 

Article broke his string of victories. Beginning 

at Fairmount Park in September, Leading Article 

had taken six consecutive events, including one 
stakes at the Fair Grounds. His impost naturally 
moved up, and for the December 18 race he was 
allotted 127 pounds. Even with this burden, 
which made him give from 17 to 22 pounds to 
the field, he might have won with better racing 
fortune. He was in fourth place when, after 
about three-sixteenths, he stumbled. He _ re- 
covered quickly, then was carried out badly by 

Silverette on the stretch turn. Despite his 

troubles Leading Article finished fourth, beaten” 

two lengths. 

The other non-claiming event was a mile-and- 
70-yard handicap open to all ages, for a $1,200 
purse. The winner was the useful Zevson, racing 
under the silks of Mrs. E. H. Bartlett. The vic- 
tory was Zevson’s second at the Fair Grounds 
meeting, his seventh, in 16 starts, of the year. 

Winners of the better events of the week were 
the 2-year-old Imperial Scout, by Prince Pal, 
bred by John N. Anhut; Prince Torch, by Tor- 
chilla, bred by Clyde Van Dusen; and Nymph, 
by Bud Lerner, bred by W. M. Elder. 
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MARYLAND 
STATISTICS ON DISTRIBUTION 

IGURES compiled by Daily Racing Form in- 

dicate that distribution at the Maryland 
tracks has returned almost to a pre-depression 
level. This is particularly true of Pimlico and 
Laurel Park, both of which made considerable 
increases in purse money this year. Both Havre 
de Grace and Bowie showed gains in distribution, 
though not as great as those at the other two 
major Maryland tracks. There were also good 
increases at the minor tracks, and there were 
two meetings at tracks where there had been 
no racing in recent years. One of these was the 
one-day Fair Hills meeting, the other the Bel 
Air track, which had 10 days of racing. 

In 19382 the daily average distribution at all 
Maryland tracks was $10,653. In 1933 this was 
cut sharply to $6,894.76. Each year since has 
seen increases, but the current year, which had 
a daily average of $8,506.93, is the highest since 
that time. Pimlico, leading with $15,106.20 daily, 
is about $700 under its 1932 figure. Laurel Park, 
second with $11,541.40 daily, is actually higher, 
by about $400, than in 1932. Havre de Grace, 
however, is almost $4,000 daily below its 1932 level, 
and Bowie is about $1,500 under. The minor 
tracks, Timonium, Cumberland, Hagerstown, and 
Marlboro, are about level with their 1932 
figures. Daily average distribution at the Mary- 
land tracks for the last four years:

The figures give Pimlico the highest daily dis- 
tribution of any track in Maryland, Kentucky, 
Illinois, or New York, figures for all of which 
have been published in THE BLOOD-HORSE since 
the close of the racing season. Among the states 
mentioned, Maryland ranks second to New York 
in daily average distribution, second in rate of 
increase.

The above figures are subject to several quali- 
fications. The decrease in daily distribution in 
Illinois was caused by the fact that Fairmount 
Park, with a low distribution, did not operate 
in 1936, is included in the 1937 figures, and 
pulls the average down. Omitting Fairmount 
Park, the daily average distribution in Illinois 
was $8,914.55, an increase of 4 per cent. The 
advantage enjoyed by New York is a specious 
one. None of the New York tracks has as high 
an average as Pimlico. Only Belmont Park tops 
Arlington Park. Churchill Downs has a higher 
average than Jamaica, almost as high as Empire 
City. The fact that New York has no minor 
tracks, unless the two days of racing held by the 
United Hunts group are counted, keeps the daily 
average high, while the small tracks (Dade Park 
in Kentucky, Aurora, Sportsman's Park, Fair-

HARFORD COUNTY BREEDERS MEET 

The Harford County Horse Breeders Associa- 
tion held a highly successful meeting at the 
Masonic Temple in Bel Air on Tuesday [Decem- 
ber 14]. Over three hundred and fifty persons, 
either directly or indirectly connected with the 
breeding of Thoroughbred horses, were present 
to discuss problems concerning their business. 
The speaker of the evening was Dr. John B. 
Abbott, formerly a professor at the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, who also carried on research 
work at Purdue University. He addressed the 
group on the subject of “Pasture Fertilization.” 

This was the tenth meeting of the Harford 
County Association, and was the first sponsored 
by the Maryland State Breeders Association. Mr. 
Chester S. Hockley, president of the Maryland 
Association, praised the Harford organization and 
promised the cooperation of the state body with 
other county organizations of the same type. 

Mr. Fritz Boniface, manager of the farm of 
Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, presided at the meeting. 
Before introducing the speaker of the evening, he 
explained briefly the ideals and accomplishments 
of the Harford Association. Many prominent 
horsemen and breeders of Maryland were present 
at the meeting. 

At the close of the session Captain John W. 
Slattery, the secretary of the local organization, 
announced that the next meeting of the asso- 
ciation will be held on the second Tuesday of 
January, probably also in the Masonic Temple. 
The speaker at that meeting will be Dr. Welsh, 
the state veterinarian. He will discuss the subject 
of fungus poisoning in horses, which is similar to 
sleeping sickness in human beings.—Bel Air 
(Md.) Times.

Witness of this is afforded when one considers 
that W. L. Brann paid $6,000 for Percent at the 
Whitney saie, the mare having been knocked 
down to Preston M. Burch for Mr. Brann’s ac- 
count. 

Two more young mares have come into Mary- 
land this past week. Too High, a 4-year-old bay 
by John P. Grier out of Pinnacle, by Pennant, 
makes the third filly added to the Labrot and 
Company lot at Holly Beach Farm.

COOPER SUES FOR HALF-MILLION 

Suit for $500,000 was instituted at San Diego 
recently by Charles E. Cooper against Mark T. 
Cox. Given rather meager details, the situation 
is difficult to unravel, but apparently the suit 
grew out of an outbreak of distemper which 
occurred at the Cooper ranch in California. 
Mr. Cox has, on a contract which calls for 
payment of $13,000 yearly, about 35 head of 
horses quartered at the Cooper ranch, Rancho 
San Luis Rey. Recently he entered suit against 
the ranch for ‘declaratory relief’; that is, he 
sought to have the contract nullified. Mr. Cooper, 
holding that it was the introduction of some of 
the Cox horses which brought the outbreak of 
distemper, sued for $500,000. The Cox horses, 
still on the Cooper ranch, are isolated from the 
home stock. 


RUMOR 

The Highlander, a small newspaper serving 
Highlands, a Louisville suburb, reported recently 
that it had learned “from an _ authoritative 
source” that H. L. (Bing) Crosby was negoti- 
ating for the purchase of the farm owned by 
Mrs. A. T. Hert, a few miles from Louisville on 
the Lexington road. The farm was at one time 
owned by Marvin T. Harris, who raised both 
Thoroughbreds and Standardbreds, but has not 
been operated as a breeding establishment for 
many years.

COMMISSION REPORT 


EPORT of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 

mission, now being prepared for presentation 
to the State Legislature which convenes January 
1, places the 1937 betting total at Kentucky’s four 
tracks (Churchill Downs, Latonia, Keeneland, 
Dade Park) at $11,954,170. The State has re- 
ceived $121,000 in license fees, $54,529.90 from 
tax on admissions. 


NEWPORT STAYS CLOSED 

Though handbooks and other gambling estab- 
lishments were allowed to remain open through 
the Latonia meeting, cutting somewhat into the 
pari-mutuel play, Newport authorities about a 
month ago launched a drive which closed most 
gambling in that city. With Newport’s mayor on 
vacation in Florida, handbooks prepared last 
week to open again, were checked December 21 
by City Manager John T. Rawlings, who posted 
patrolmen in every place where gambling was 
suspected. 


MERRICK NEARS BIRTHDAY 

Merrick, oldest known living Thoroughbred, ap- 
proaches his thirty-fifth birthday January 1 act- 
ing “more like a 2-year-old than he did a year 
ago,”” according to his owner, J. Cal Milam. On 
December 25 the gelding in whose honor Owner 
Milam named his Lexington farm Merrick Place 
will receive his customary Christmas present—an 
extra amount of brown sugar. 


SETTLER 

Edgar Zantker, of St. Louis, connected with 
the United States Steel Corporation, is in Lex- 
ington with his wife, looking at a number of 
small farms with a view to locating here. Mr. 
Zantker, very much interested in Thoroughbred 
horses, has owned a few of them, has never raced. 


SHIPMENT TO OAKLAWN PARK 

Three carloads of horses left Lexington Decem- 
ber 21 for Oaklawn Park, including the string of 
C. H. Cleary (in charge of Clifford Porter), L. C. 
Young (in charge of Walter Ridenour), R. L. 
Stiver, Fred Cropper, and Howard Oots. 


NEW MICHIGAN TRACK PROPOSED 

Plans, now in a formative stage, were an- 
nounced December 15 concerning the erection of 
a new race track at Detroit. C. R. De Galon, 
of Detroit, has obtained options on three pos- 
sible sites, and it is understood that the new 
track will be modeled on Arlington Park, 
Chicago. De Galon said he had no financial in- 
terest in the venture, was acting for three 
wealthy Detroit sportsmen, “who prefer not to 
reveal their identities until all plans have been 
completed.” 


FACING THE FACTS 

Efforts by anti-gambling associations to outlaw 
racing in Massachusetts will receive no sympathy 
from Gov. Charles H. Curley. On December 13 
the Governor called for retention of the horse 
and dog racing revenue: “The facts must be 
faced squarely. If the State racing law were re- 
pealed the Commonwealth would lose thereby 
an annual revenue of over $2,000,000. If this 
occurs, from what source are we to procure this 
needed revenue?”

FOREIGN 


EXPORTERS URGED TO IMPORT 

T is not often that English Thoroughbred 

breeders are advised that they should import 
Thoroughbreds into England, as that country 
exports more bloodstock, probably, than all other 
countries combined. But Sir John Jarvis, pro- 
posing the toast of “The Jockey Club” at the 
annual dinner of the Gimcrack Club, made such 
a suggestion. Said Sir John: 


I have an idea--it may be presumptuous—that our 
stock might be improved by the infusing of a little 
foreign blood, and by paying more attention to the 
maternal side. There is a craze for the fashionable sire 
and he is often wasted by being used for unworthy 
mares. 

In the olden days the peerage used sometimes to find 
their mates among the ladies of the chorus—exciting, 
no doubt, but not always satisfactory. So it is for the 
classic sires. 

I believe that a stud founded on a strong maternal 
side with the introduction of new blood from abroad 
might give satisfactory results. 

In a small way I propose to try out these theories. 


I am retiring my good mares Veuve Clicquot and 
Gainsborough Lass with two proved Italian mares of 
good breeding to my new stud near Newmarket, and 


1 am sure you will wish me luck in my venture. 


GOOD SON OF ASTERUS 

The oldest horse race in South Africa is the 
Metropolitan Handicap, which since 1843 has been 
an outstanding event of the racing year on the 
Cape of Good Hope. This year’s running, worth 
about $20,000, was won by Syd Garrett’s Asbes- 
tos II, with the same owner’s Moonlit second, 
beaten half a length. The winner and second 
horses were ridden by brothers, S. Amos and H. 
Amos, and it was the third year in succession that 
Owner-Trainer Garrett had saddled the first and 
second horses in the fixture. In 1936 he also sad- 
dled the third horse. 

The week after the Metropolitan Handicap was 
run Moonlit, which had finished second, won the 
Suburban Handicap in what the Cape Times called 
“probably the greatest performance ever seen on 
a South African race course.’’ Moonlit carried 
139 pounds, ran the mile in record time (for 
South Africa), 1:38%;. 

Asbestos II, bred in France by Lord Derby, is 
a 5-year-old son of Asterus (by *Teddy) out of 
Cnidos, by Orpheus out of Renaissance, by St. 
Serf out of Rinovata, by Wenlock, a very suc- 
cessful family. He was bought by Jim Russell 
at the Newmarket December sales of 1935 for 
400 guineas, and sent to Garrett. Moonlit, one 
of the best horses ever bred in South Africa, is a 
5-year-old horse by Cross Bow (by Gay Cru- 
sader—-Popinjay, by St. Frusquin) out of All 
Moonshine, by Greatorex (by Carbine), second 
dam Blue Moon, by St. Serf. Last year he won 
the South African Derby. 


CASH BOOK GOES TO TURKEY 

Cash Book, one of the best 3-year-olds of the 
1937 season in England, has been sold by Lord 
Astor for export to Turkey as a stallion. He 
was bought by the Turkish government. Cash 
Book, by Cameronian out of Volume, by Papyrus, 
won the Newmarket Stakes and Aintree Derby 
this year, and was rated within two pounds of 
the Derby winner Mid-day Sun on the Free 
Handicap for 3-year-olds.

An 
animal puts his nose into the cup for water, pushes 
against the plunger and gets fresh water. There is 


always a little water in the bottom of the cup below 


the plunger which is equivalent to a printed sign to 
the horse “water here.” 

The outer cup is of cast metal. It has an inner cup 
of aluminum. This aluminum cup is removable and

animal always

cleaned each day, so that the 
opportunity for fresh water and 
A clip hanging from the cup fastens over the lip of 
the cup so that the aluminum inner cup cannot be 
jostled out. The plunger can be lifted out of the cup 
and locked so that the horse cannot obtain water if 
there is anv reason for his not doing so, either before 
a race or when a horse is warm. 
When TODAY first used this cup, 
ageinst the plunger and the cup 
the water came into the vessel faster than he drank it. 
With'n two or three days he had learned as all animals 
do, to press only with sufficient weight to secure the 
amount of water he desired. He is now perfectly house 
broken and uses his cup the same as the other horses 
and without its overflowing. 
I have used these cups for

I am interested to find that there has been so much 
surprise perticularly out here at the use of these auto- 
matic drinking cups for Thoroughbred horses. They 


have been used for cows for a great manv years and as 
I say I have used them for more than 15 years. They 
insure a clean and fresh supply of water at all times 
for an animal and make it unnecessary to be con- 
cerned whether the attendant keeps the bucket in a 
horse’s stall filled, and also makes less work for the 
attendant.

TICK ON still seems to enjoy racing and to have 
much of his speed. He will be nine next year and 
while he has served three seasons in the stud and my 
first group of 2-year-olds from him will race next year, 
it does not seem to me any cause for wonder that he 
should still be racing. There is no reason that I ean 
why a stud should not be raced after the stud 
season so long as he retains his speed and enjoys 
racing. When he begins to dislike it or loses his speed 
that will be the signal to stop him. 

It seems to me that a horse that has not been abused 
or over-raced during his earlier years should still 
be able to perform creditably at eight or nine years 
of age. For many purposes, I have always considered 
this the prime of a horse's life. I have always felt 
that what should or should not be done with an animal 
depends more upon his treatment and the way he has 
been treated than upon his age. I believe this prin- 
ciple applies also to 2-year-olds.

Tanforan carded three races December 14 for 
the cheaper platers, under conditions which 
denied use of apprentice allowances. 

Au Folly, filly owned by S. G. Bailey, was 
destroyed after suffering an injury in the last 
race at Charles Town December 15. 

E. K. Bryson’s Calumet Dick is at the Fair 
Grounds, New Orleans, where he is expected to 
be a starter in the New Year’s Handicap. He is

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YEARLINGS SOLD AT AUCTION IN 


FTER the booming 1936 season, in which year- 
ling prices soared 33.6 per cent over the 1935 
figures, horsemen were just a little dubious about 
the 1937 market. Many believed the market would 
continue to strengthen; others felt that the aboli- 
tion of racing in Texas, the increased business

tensity, and a possible oversupply of yearlings 
might combine to hold prices down. The last rea- 
son proved wholly inadmissible. The yearlings of 
1937 were the result of matings made in 1935, 
when there was little incitement to overproduc- 
tion, and there were actually fewer yearlings 
sold, by 11 head, than in 1936. For these, breed- 
ers received $57,030 more than in 1936, and the 
average increased by $85 a head. The gain 
was only 5.4 per cent, but it should be remembered 
that this gain was made from an already sub- 
stantial figure. 

The market at Saratoga showed a drop from 
$2,485 a head to $2,387. Part of this was ex- 
plained by the fact that a greater proportion of 
the offerings were fillies (40 per cent in 1937, 
against 38 per cent in 1936), but a more potent 
reason was that the number of yearlings offered 
went up approximately 11 per cent, from 469 
head to 528 head. If one assumes that the offer- 
ings at Saratoga represent, generally, the cream 
of the market, it becomes obvious that the 
milk was skimmed a bit deeper, and that breeders 
believed the strength of the sales justified send- 
ing a number of yearlings of a class which, in 
other years, might have been retained for private 
sale 

The true indication of the Saratoga sales was 
rather that colts were increasing in value (by 4 
per cent at Saratoga), and that fillies had dropped 
back. In the 1937 Saratoga sales, the filly price 
receded by 20.2 per cent, though it remained 74 
per cent greater than in 1935. It seems probable 
that the meager prices paid for fillies in 1935, and

the strong steps taken toward increasing filly races 
to remedy this situation, had resulted in a boom 
in filly prices which had gone beyond the actual 
increase in earning possibilities of fillies. The 1937 
fily prices, consequently, represented a decline, 
and the decline was of such proportions that there 
will probably be no such corresponding drop in 
1938 prices for fillies. 


That the general yearling market was stronger 
became evident after the Lexington yearling saies. 
The Lexington average was lower, falling from 
$588 a head to $573, but there were 91 fewer 
yearlings offered. It became apparent, conse- 
quently, that an appreciable number of yearlings 
which in 1936 would have been sold at Lexington 
had been sent to Saratoga, had participated in the 
highcr average at that point. Though both the 
Saratoga and Lexington averages were lower, the 
total average was higher, going up from $1,674 to 
$1,790. Though 32 fewer yearlings had gone 
through the two rings, their breeders had re- 
ceived $1,408,715 for them, as against $1,371,450 
for the larger number in 1936. 


The number of yearlings sold at other points 
has been increasing steadily for three years, and 
the average has also gone up perceptibly Largely 
responsible for this is the fact that an increased 
market for yearlings has developed in California, 
and that the number of races for California-bred 
horses has given them a considerable potential 
earning power. In 1937, 94 yearlings were sold 
outside the Lexington and Saratoga markets, as 
against 73 in 1936, 47 in 1935. The average in- 
creased from $463 in 1936 to $570 in 1937, or 
approximately 23 per cent. And the average price 
at these markets was but $3 below the Lexington 
average. 


Consignors to the Lexington sales, however, are 
in no danger of losing their market, for aside from 
the distance separating Kentucky and California, 
the California-bred yearlings would hardly com- 
mand the same prices elsewhere, divorced as they 
would be from races restricted especially to them 

The 1937 yearling sales reached the highest 
price paid for one individual in seven years. Calu- 
met Farm paid $26,000 for a bay *Sir Gallahad ITI 
colt, whose photograph is reproduced on the cover 
of this issue. Next highest was $25,000, which 
John D. Hertz paid for another *Sir Gallahad III 
colt. Third was Discovery's full brother, bought 
by Alfred Vanderbilt for $20,000. Two colts 
brought $18,000, both by *Sir Gallahad III, one 
going to Foxcatcher Farms, one to Calumet Farm.

to the Saratoga market, as fillies at the Lexing- 
ton sales were but 5 per cent below their 1936 
average. The number sold in Kentucky was con- 
siderably fewer (41 head), the number at Sara- 
toga higher by almost exactly the same number 
(42 head). So the drop in the filly average at 
Saratoga is not necessarily discouraging to those 
interested in advancing the prices of fillies. 
An increase in the number offered at Saratoga is 
usually matched by a decrease in the average. 
In 1954 there were 161 fillies in the Saratoga 
sales, and the average was approximately $150 
better than in 1933. In 1935 fillies increased to 
247 head, with the result that, despite the general 
increase in prices, the filly average remained 
virtually stationary. In 1936, feeling that the 
prices were too low, many breeders kept their 
fillies at home, with the result that only 179 were 
offered. The price skyrocketed 118 per cent. 
This year, with the increased number of offerings, 
the average declined again, but remains far above 
the average of earlier years. Filly races are still 
increasing in number, though slowly, and unless 
the Saratoga market is glutted again with fillies, 
the 1938 price may be slightly higher.

The colt and filly comparison at the Lexington 
market, and at markets other than Saratoga, is 
not available for seasons before 1936. A com- 
parison of the 1937 situation with that in 1936 
shows that the drop in filly averages was present 
in all markets, as was the increase in prices paid 
for colts. It shows also that the proportionate 
numer of fillies increased slightly, as 46 per cent 
of the 1936 market were fillies, 48 per cent of 
the 1937 offerings. Whereas the filly average in 
1936 was 57 per cent of that of colts, the 1937 
filly was, on the average, worth only 42.6 per 
cent as much as the 1937 colt. The numbers, 
total prices, and average of fillies and colts sold 
in 1937 at Saratoga, Lexington, and elsewhere, 
compared with 1936, follow:

Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the last decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race, and was four times second, earn- 
ing $3.850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities. 


At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0125), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
objective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (114 miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen's 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Gold Cup this year, but a slight training difficulty 
caused him to be declared out of the race. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess of Wales, Dullingham, Lowther, Champion Stakes, Ormonde Plate. These are 
her first five foals. The second dam *Flambette won Latonia Oaks, Coaching Club American 
Oaks, and is dam of the stakes winners Flaming (Woodbine Autumn Handicap, Garden City 
Claiming Stakes in America, Imperial Cup, Lancashire Hurdle Handicap in England), and 
Cycle (Baltimore Spring, Paumonok Handicaps). She also produced La France, dam of 
the Selima Stakes winner Jacola. 


*La Flambee also produced Ned O. (21 wins, $45,360 including Walden Handicap), *La 
Rablee (dam of The Scout), etc. Medeah, the fourth dam, won French Oaks, Prix Royal 
Oak, Prix Vermeille, and produced several stakes winners.
